Nevins Suoports 
_ Property Value 
* Tax Measures 


Richard Nevins, Southern 
California Member of the 
Board of Equalization. reiter- 
ated his strong stand for what 
he termed a practical and 
equitable method of property 
tax assessment. 

Apnearing before an As- 
semblv Interim Revenue and 
Taxation Committee, Nevins 
supported two bills introduced 
by Assemblyman Tom Carrell. 
“These measures would amend 
the constitution and provide 
for legislative establishment of 
a standard ratio of taxable 
value to market value,’’ Nev- 
ins stated. 

“Time and usage have 
clouded the present tax 
clauses in the State Constitu- 
tion and revenue code. We 
must put’an end to the pres- 
ent muddled situation. The 
average homeowner needs a 
vardstick in order to deter- 
mine whether his property is 
assessed in the same relation- 
ship to market value as other 
Properties in his county.”’ 

Nevins mentioned the situa- 
tion of many County Asses- 
sors who use 25% of market 
value to determine assessed 
valuations and. by so doing, 
subject themselves to litiga- 
tion. The Board Members 
stated that these public offi- 
cials need the assistance of 
enabling legislation to per- 


. form their job in a way that 


is fully understood and ac- 
cented by the taxnaver. 
Nevins stated that he fa- 


‘vored the establishment of a 


California tax court which 
would solve tax controversies
